Belgium lost approximately $1,200,- 
000,000 worth of raw and manufactured 
products, machinery and other Indus­ 
trial equipment to the invaders, ac­ 
cording to a published German boast 
in 1917. These figures do not include 
the deportation of 1,720,000 Belgium 
men into Germany, whose production 
was entirely lost to their home land.

Two deaths at Delhi, one in this 
city and one at the county hospital 
was the toll of the influenza yester­ 
day and last night for this immediate 
vicinity.

SINKS HOLE ON 
FOH OIL 


Seeks to Prove Up 400-Acre 
Lease West of H arper; Lib­ 
erty Builds Storage Tanks 


HARPER, 
Nov. 
I.—On 
Saturday 
work began on ihe sinking of a well 
for oil on the Newport Mesa tract about. 
a mile west of Harper, on land owned 
by a Pasadena man ut corner of 17th 
street and Placentia avenue. This lo­ 
cation is about two miles west of the 
location of the Standard Oil and the 
Liberty company’s wells that 
were 
started some three months ago. 
The 
"Inter state Company” is given as the 
name for the newly installed operators. 
On Wednesday about twenty feet of 
16-inch steel casing had been headed 
in on a solid foundation some ten feet 
below the ground surface. 
.The information was given by the 
superintendent that a regular derrick 
would be erected over this foundation 
and that the work of boring would be 
started and prosecuted right away, 
hoping to prove the lease of about 400 
acres on which it is located as genuine 
oil territory.

Proposition No. 2 on the state ballot is receiving 
the indorsement of many of the important financial lead­ 
ers of the state, city and county treasurers, the heads of 
leading commercial organizations, city clubs and improve­ 
ment leagues. 
Among those who have advocated its 
passage are John S. Chambers, state controller, and W. 
R. Williams, superintendent of banks of the state of 
California. 
rl he measure is an enabling act which, if adopted, 
will empower the legislature to pass laws in reference 
to the deposit of public moneys under proper safeguards 
and secure for the state the interest to which these 
moneys are entitled. 
In commenting on this amendment, Superintendent 
Williams says: 
“The inflexible conditions expressed in 
the constitution and the litter inability of the legislature 
to recognize the difference between an active and there­ 
fore temporary deposit and an inactive or term deposit 
makes it impossible for many billions of dollars in 
this state to be deposited in banks within the law. The 
result of this inability to make legal deposits of public 
moneys, under certain circumstances, is that very large 
sums of money are actually deposited in banks without 
any warrant of law and without any legal protection and 
without earning any interest for the benefit of the public." 
Friend W. Richardson, the state treasurer, in endors­ 
ing the amendment says: 
“The constitution should be 
amended to permit of the working out of the details of 
the deposit act by the legislature, and be made to con­ 
form to modern needs while providing ample security 
for all deposits." 
John S. Chambers, state controller, says in regard 
to the same amendment: 
“Our present system is not 
sufficiently elastic. 
It is too rigid. 
We should have a 
system that will enable us to meet the constant changes 
of the times. I am in favor of the proposed amendment. 
The public interest in my judgment will be sufficiently 
safeguarded because the law, under which the new system 
would be operative, either must come through the 
initiative of the people or the vote of two-thirds of each 
house of the legislature, approved by the governor.”

On the ballot that is to be used on election day, Tuesday, Nov. 5, are 
twenty-five questions and propositions. 
A number of those propositions are of real consequence. Others are not 
of big importance, but all should be thoroughly understood by the voter. The 
average voter, however, will have neither the tim e nor the opportunity to 
give the various propoaitions much thought or study. 
The Register has in­ 
vited discussion in its columns, and some of the most important measures 
have been commented upon. 
The Register has consulted with a number of men well informed upon 
the matters under consideration, and the result of Its study and conferences 
are given to its readers to do with as they desire. 
There 
are 
debatable 
measures, there, to be sure. 
The advice of the Register, together with a short statement giving the 
intent of the measu re rather than a gist of it follo^Ara: 
j 
No. 1. 
Note No— This is commonly known as the Rominger bill. 
It would 
allow sale of vinous and malt liquors. 
The representative 
dry forces of the state are opposing it. 
No. 2. Vote Yes By this law, new rules for the depositing of public money 
can be made by the legislature by a two-thirds vote. At pres­ 
ent a change is authorized only by a constitutional amend­ 
ment. 
State Senator Lyman M. King of Redlands advocates 
the measure. No objection is urged. 
No. 3. Vote Yes This is the anti-loan shark measure. It limits th*' amount 
of interest that can be charged on small loans. 
This law 
aims to protect the m an who is ‘ up against it” 
from 
the 
money lender. 
No. 4. 
Vote No—This measure allows voters who expect to be away from < 
home on election day to arrange affidavits whereby they can 
vote in advance or at some other place on election day. 
It 
would allow a group of soldiers of fifty or more to cast their 
votes with commissioners to be named for that purpose. The 
plan offers too many Inconveniences, hazards and clerical 
difficulties to commend it. 
No. 5. 
Vote Yes—This applies to Alameda County and to no other county in 
the state, and for Alameda County’s benefit it should pass. 
No. 6. 
Vote No—This measure proposes to give the legislature power to 
abolish and create courts. The change is radical, unnecessary 
and would throw the courts into th e politics that control the 
legislature. 
Judges W est and T hom as.oppose it. 
No. 7. 
Vote Yes—This will allow an adjustment of Los Angeles County I 
Funds. 
No other county Is concerned. 
| 
No. 8. 
Vote Yea—This measure is an adjustment that allows of betterment! 
in the management of the University of California. In the j 
legislature, not a single vote was cast against it. 
No. 9. Vote Yea—The measure will allow an increase of appellate judges in 
order to relieve a congestion in th e courts. This is the first j 
increase since 1904, and appears to be amply justified by 
conditions. 
No. 10. Vote Yea—This proposition aim s to give adequate protection to the 
smaller communities included in a county and city consolida­ 
tion. and makes more effective legislation already passed. 
No. 11. Vote No—By this securities and income of 
cemetery 
companies 
would be exempt from taxation. 
Property already in use for 
cemetery purposes is exempt. T here is no reason to extend 
the exemptions one bit further than they already exist. 
To 
do so would be unwise and unjust. 
No. 12. 
Vote Yea—This is a simple act of justice to the town of Sawtelle. 
The state voted to allow an exemption of $1,000 in the a s­ 
sessment of each man formerly in the military service. Saw- 
telle was hard hit because it has so many ex-soldiers living 
there. Reimbursement is to be given only when exemptions 
reach five per cent of the city's total assessment. 
No. 13. 
Vote Yes—By this proposal, the state or any subdivision wanting to 
condemn property can enter into possession without waiting 
for a judgment of condemnation by court upon giving ade­ 
quate security. 
This measure w ill prevent some public im ­ 
provements from being held up arbitrarily. 
No. 14. Vote Yes—This measure proposes to exem pt from taxation Y. M. C. 
A. and Y. W. C. A. property used by those associatloas and 
not bringing in an income. 
No. 15. 
Vote Yet—Hitherto the state board of control has been waiting un­ 
til within twenty-four hours of th e adjournment of the legis­ 
lature before bringing in the budget. 
Thus a $15,000,000 
budget was jammed through the last legislature without any 
opportunity for consideration by the legislature. 
Under this 
measure, the budget must be presented early in March. 
No. 16. Vote Yes—This concerns the city of Venice only, and gives that city 
an opportunity to adjust a debt. 
No. 17 
Vote Yes—This is the first of the tax lim it measures. Under it every 
tax raisin g body m ust have a businesslike budget system, and 
expend itures for a year cannot be over five per cent of the 
previous year. 
No. 18. Vote Yes—This law is preferred to No. J 7 by educators. Its plan is 
much the same, excepting that schools will have their needs 
considered separately from all other budgets. 
Whichever 
one, No. 17 or No. 18, gets the m ost votes will prevail. 
No. 19. 
Vote No—Single tax law is proposed to go into effect Jan. I, 1919. 
Since not even the single taxers agree that this bill is sound, 
and since it would disrupt affairs in war time, if for no other 
reasons, it should be defeated. 
No. 20—This authorizes the legislature to establish a health insurance sys­ 
tem. to be supported by employes, employers and state ap­ 
propriation. 
The measure has been widely discussed, fought 
for and opposed, and since it is a measure with which every­ 
one se e m s familiar, the Register offers no advice. 
No. 21. Vote No—This is the m easure for which Painless Parker is spending 
a barrel of money. 
It is opposed by educators, who say it 
would let down the bars to unskilled dentists. 
Since it les­ 
sen s the control of dentistry, the Register deems it a menace 
to public health. 
No. 22. 
Vote Yos This is the Bone Dry measure. 
If it passes, California 
I 
will go bone dry on Dec. 31, 1918. Its passage is advocated 
by the dry forces of the state. 
No. 23. Vote Yes—This measure strengthens th e workings of the highly val- 
pod W orkm en’s Compensation Insurance and Industrial Com­ 
mission Act. It gives the commission needed power to han­ 
dle the stubborn offender against the present law. Certainly 
it should pass. 
No. 24. 
Vote Yes—This provides for limited liability cm positions in this 
state, such as practically every state in the Union has. 
Un­ 
der it, a stockholder’s property need not be liable for 
the 
losses of the limited corporation. 
No. 25. Vote Vee—This measure is advocated by the League of California 
M unicipalities organisation. It will allow a city to buy prop­ 
erty in the vicinity of a proposed improvement being made 
by Ute city, to that the city will get the benefit of the raise

Theodore Bell in his platform and in his public utter­ 
ances to date has completely ignored the issue of the 
ratification of the federal prohibition amendment. 
He 
has declared himself, however, as opposed to the “bone 
dry" amendment for the state which is submitted to the 
voters at the coming election. 
In striking contrast to his silence on the federal 
amendment, note the clear-cut declaration of Governor 
Stephens, made before the Republican state convention. 
He said: 
Since the beginning of the war there has been a 
tremendous stirring of the public conscience all over the 
country, and a desire so to regulate our conduct as to 
promote both private and public efficiency, and thus aid 
in winning speedy victory. 
One of the phases growing out of this determination 
has been the rapid spread of anti-liquor sentiment. 
I earnestly and whole-heartedly favor and advocate 
the ratification of the national dry amendment, and sin­ 
cerely hope that California will be enrolled among the 
states that ale standing for this great national move­ 
ment. 
The convention by an overwhelming majority adopted 
the following plank regarding the prohibition amend­ 
ment: 
War has increasingly revealed the waste of men 
and material which the liquor traffic works. To win the 
war congress has found it necessary' to stop the manu­ 
facture and sale of alcoholic beverages.
